SIGNED IN BLOOD

Tientsin, Aug. 7. 


In aah three. brothers concluded a Chinese blood 
gat to avenge their father’s death Sal the 
apanese occupation. ; 


An informer had denounced 
the fother of the Tong brothers 
to the Japanese and they"swore 
that when the war ended they 
would wipe out the wrong: in 
blood. 
‘Last night in darkness the. 
brothers, with a filckerIng flash- 
light, entered a Chinese tene- 
mens dwé'jing occupied by four 
poor Chinese families. and hack- 
ed an innocent family to death 
in thelr beda—a worker and his 
young wife and a_ three-year. 
old daughter. 

The people whom they really 
wanted--a fami'y named Lu 
lay uleeping in a room beyond. 

The brothers, in chelr carly 
twenties, told the pollee upon 
their arrest that they intended 
to give themselves up. ‘after 
performing their “fal duty.” 

Shorily before dawn yester- 
day the revenge party, including 
one or two accomplices, scaled 
a wall ond entered the tene- 
meni compound, which houses 
four famillcs. Jn the nearest 
room s‘ept n wounded soldier 
named . Sze Yf-chang—one of 
the men who allegedly falacly 
necused thelr father of being a 
Communist. 

Szo's roommate. lay cowering 
in darkness when he. saw a 
flanh'ight play over the sleeping 
soldier's face and heard. him 
groan as the stecl plorced his 
neck and head, Then he saw 
the torchlight flicker out as the 
figures tiptoed into the next 
room from where he heard more 
groans fasuing. 

The three Trothers told, tho, 
‘police that they had Jong plan- 
ncd_ revenge. They came to 
| Tlen‘ain and opened a shoe- 
Pare shop while they tracked
